roads on the productivity of their fruit 
lands. 


To illustrate: A forty-aere ranch, 32 
acres of which is set to seedless raisin 
grapes, produced the past season a lit- 
tle over $4,000 worth of fruit. Most of 
this land has been in grapes for the 
last thirty years and no lack of pro- 
ductivity is apparent. While the ad- 
joining land which has been used for 
raising grain for nearly an equal length 
of time produces from five to eight 
sacks (ten to sixteen bushels) per acre. 
This same land in early days, according 
to the old ranchers, produced from ten 
to thirty sacks per acre. In other 
words, a grain raiser adjoining the vine- 
yard, with four hundred acres and a 
harvester, which in former years cut 
and prepared for market the wheat of 
from forty to sixty acres per day, comes 
out even now, although his land in for- 
mer times paid expenses and a clear 
profit ot from $15 to $30 per acre. 

The grain land is held at about $100 
per acre; the forty-acre raisin ranch 
cost $7,750, and pays all running ex- 
penses, including the ordinary house- 
hold expenses, and leaves for value of 
use of land and profits $2,000. 


You will ask if these are typical 
cases. I have chosen them because they 
represent neither the best nor the worst, 
but a fair average of the district de- 
voted to grain and fruit in Suter 
county.

MEE‘ING OF THE OREGON STATE 

DAIRY ASSOCIATION. 

President Judd’s Address. 

‘*This is the first time in the history 
of the State that the dairy interest has 
received the recognition that its im- 
portance should command. It is a com- 
pliment, gentlemen, to your judgment 
that in dairying you saw an industry 
which when developed would fully pay 
the cost of promotion. 

‘*Gentlemen, it will, it does, pay it 
back to Portland a hundred-fold. Your 
department stores, shops, hotels and 
banks are every day handling thou- 
sands of dollars that come from the 
eow, while your wholesale and jobbing 
houses are every day sending out ad- 
ditional thousands of dollars’ worth of 
goods to country merchants who pay 
for the same in farmers’ cream checks. 
In the year 1907 the Oregon cow gave 
to the State the vast sum of $17,000,000, 
and do you know that the larger part 
of those millions ‘‘eome down grade 
to Portland.’’ Oh, yes, gentlemen, your 
boosting of the Oregon cow and cow 
milker is a credit to your hard-headed 





business sense. 

‘* Vet, still we dairymen feel indebted 
to you as for a kindness done, and that 
We may show our appreciation in a sub- 
stantial way we will do our best to 
hasten the time that instead of sending 
vou $17,000,000 we will send you 
$30,000,000, 

‘“The elimatie conditions in Oregon 
are ideal for dairying. No = sudden 
changes of temperature, no severe cold 
weather in winter, nor extreme heat in 
summer, with rarely more than one day 
at a time when cows cannot be turned 
out to pasture and get a fairly good 
feed of grass, even in winter at the 
very time that our brother dairymen of 
the East are compelled to warm the 
water that their cows drink. 

‘*Outside of California neither man 
nor cows can live on climate alone, and 
in Oregon the cows don’t have to, for 
the same cause and conditions that 
make our perfect dairy climate, to- 
gether with our rich, fertile and respon- 
sive soil, give us a world of forage 
crops and green feed the vear around. 
Indeed, if it is possible, and many Ore- 
gon dairymen do, cut and give to their 
green feed every month in the 


COWS g 
year. 

‘“*With sueh climate, such soil and 
such feed as Oregon has, one would be 
justified in thinking that the price of 
dairy products must necessarily be low. 
But such is not the case. In no State 
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or country in the world is as much paid 
for butter fat as is paid to the man 
who dairies in Oregon. The average 
wholesale price of Elgin butter during 
the past eleven months in 1907 is 27 2-3 
cents per pound, while the average but- 
ter price for this year in Oregon is 32 
cents. Now, in Oregon the price paid 
for butter fat is 114 cents less than the 
wholesale butter price, while in the 
Elgin district it is 2 cents less. So 
during this year the Elgin dairyman 
has been paid an average of 25 cents 
per pound for his butter fat, while here 
in Oregon we have been paid an aver- 
age of 31 cents per pound for our but- 
ter fat. 

‘*Another thing, in no State in the 
Union is the cow better protected by 
laws than in Oregon. Not only is no 
process butter sold in the State, but 
outside butter may not be sold in this 
State in wrappers or packages that will 
lead the buyer to think that it is Ore- 
gon butter. Hence, when Eastern or 
other outside butter is sold here at all 
it must .be sold for just what it is. De 
We appreciate these things? Do we 
avail ourselves to the fullest extent 
of these exceptional opportunities? I 
tear not—in fact, I know that we do 
not. It is estimated that the gross re- 
turns of all the cows milked in the 
State will only average $40 a head 
auanually, when every man is entitled 
to and should get an average of $100 
for every cow he milks, 

‘*Now, this is all wrong. Such op- 
portunities, such possibilities, were not 
given to us to be wasted, and frittered 
away in any such manner, but to be 
employed and utilized to the uttermost. 

‘*The first thing to do is to get a 
high-grade sire. Don’t be satisfied with 
merely getting one that is registered. 
That is good as far as it goes, but is 
not enough. Be sure that the dam of 
this young sire was a standard milk and 
butter producer—that is to say, that 
she had a reeord of at least 14 pounds 
of butter in seven days. Not only that, 
but that its granddam was in the same 
class. Also require that the sire of this 
young sire comes from a long line of 
standard cows, for don’t lose sight of 
the faet that the sire is half the herd, 
and such a one as I have deseribed is 
more than half. Now ascertain which 
are your best cows, and from them, and 
no others, raise your heifers. There is 
only one way to find this out—you can- 
not guess at it—and that is to weigh 
each cow’s milk and test it. It won’t 
be whsoluely necessary for you to do 


+ 


this every day, though it were better. 
‘*When vou have learned what and 
how to feed, and all about a balaneed 
ration, be sure and feed enough. A cow 
requires a certain amount of food to 
repair the waste, or to keep up her 


system. This she must have. Now, 
before you can expect her to give a 
profitable amount of milk you must give 
her enough food to keep up her system, 
and then enough more to enable her to 
produce the desired amount of milk.’’ 
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LIFE AND CHARACTER OF SYL- 
VESTER BURCHARD. 
Editor H.-F. World: 

You ask for a sketch of Sylvester 
Burchard, one of the founders of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association, who died 
the llth of last December. To fully 
credit him for his work in the interests 
of Holstein-Friesian cattle would re- 
quire a history of this breed from 1880 
forward to the time of his death. I 
shall endeavor to deseribe only two or 
three salient events in which he was 
specially prominent. 

He was one whose perspective ex- 
tended beyond present interests. In 
unpretentious Honesty; in breadth of 
view; in faithful adherence to what he 
believed to be right and true; in char- 
ity and tolerance for the views of oth- 
ers; in social geniality and love of 
story-telling I cannot but feel that his 
character closely resembled that of 
Abraham Lineoln. He was retiring in 
his disposition, always ready to defer 
to others, yet in his sphere of activity 
was one of the most self-poised and 
calmest of men with whom I was ever 
associated. For many years he was 
recognized as a leading expert in judg- 
ing dairy cattle, more especially those 
of the Holstein-Friesian breed. No man 
ever entered a judge’s ring at a State 
fair or dairy show less influeneed by 
the relative standing of exhibitors and 
more determined to render exact jus- 
tice in all of his awards, and probably 
no man ever made fewer mistakes. 

In 1880 he and his partners, who 
owned a valuable herd of pure-bred 
North Holland or Friesian cattle, be- 
came members of the old Dutch-Frie- 
sian Association of which I was secre- 
tary, and their cattle were registered 
in its herd book. At a meeting soon 
after this Mr. Burehard and I were di- 
rected to formulate a Seale of Points 
for this breed. Our sessions during this 
work were held in his sitting room. 
Not far away, in his barn, was quar- 
tered this herd of pure-bred cattle. Be- 
tween these two places trip after trip 
was made as we progressed in our work. 
When it was completed it was adopted 
by the association without change. In 
1885, at the organization of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association, this scale 
passed the severe serutiny of the best 
judges of the breed in this combined 
organization with few immaterial al- 
terations. Nearly twenty years there- 
after it passed for revision into the 
same hands that originally formulated 

















it, with W. J. Gillett added. This re- 
vision was required, more especially 
because of the fact that the value of 
the escutcheon was not only questioned 
but difficult to pass upon in accordance 
with the Guenon system. The original 
framers of the scale decided to aban- 
don all reference to it, although they 
held that, correctly determined, it was 
an important key to dairy ability. Mr. 
Gillett differed from them. He liked 
ito see a good escutcheon, but questioned 
its having any intrinsic value. The 
subject was carried before the Board 
of Officers and his views accepted. This 
seale thus formulated and revised, now 
the scale of our association, is largely 
a work of Mr. Burehard’s and a monu- 
ment to his genius. 

In the most critical period of the his- 
tory of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion Mr. Burchard performed a service 
for it, known to very few of its mem- 
bers, and for which he deserves its last- 
ing gratitude. The superintendent of 
the dairy department of Animal Indus- 
try of our national government was a 
member of the American Jersey Cattle 
Club. Without questioning his motives, 
I may say that his influence was inimi- 
cal to the interests of the Holstein- 
Friesian breed. He published a his- 
tory of the dairy breeds, written from 
his own particular standpoint, issued 
somewhere about 80,000 copies, and dis- 
tributed them at the government’s ex- 
pense, broadcast over the whole extent 
of our country. For sometime previous 
to this event the Jersey and the Hol- 
stein-Friesian breeders had been in a 
sharp conflict, the Jersey men attack- 
ing and the Holstein-Friesian owners 
defending. The issue and distribution 
of that work was an exceedingly unfair 
move. From the standpoint of Hol- 
stein-Friesian breeders it seriously mis- 
represented their cattle. We have no 
knowledge that the author of it ever 
sought a single breeder of these cattle 
to ascertain the truth of certain covert 
statements against Holstein-Friesians 
that appeared in it. Naturally the gen- 
eral public trusted these statements. 
Public journals also trusted them. Not 
long after many reports injurious to 
Holstein-Friesian interests were set 
afloat. It was said that the milk of 
Holstein-Friesian cows was unfit for 
canning purposes and was rejected by 
canning factories, that it was also unfit 
for city consumption and was being re- 
jected by city boards of health. The 
chairman of the Executive Committee 
of our association called a meeting of 
its members. This meeting was quietly 
held. It decided that these reports 
must be investigated. It selected Mr. 
Burehard for this task. He finally 
consented to leave his business and un- 
dertake it. He quietly entered upon 
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the task and completed it to the full 
satisfaction of the committee that sent 
him out without raising a ripple of sus- 
picion among the enemies of the breed. 
Their reports were found to be base- 
less. I need not say that the hands to 
which the defense of the breed were 
then committed were greatly strength- 
ened by Mr. Burchard’s investigations. 

I will refer to only one other event 
in which the special ability of Mr. Bur- 
ehard was manifested. n 1894 he was 
elected president of our association. He 
probably had not the slightest expecta- 
tion of occupying this position an hour 
before his election. He took the chair 
with the same unassuming calmness and 
self-poise that he always seemed to be 
possessed of. The session had pre- 
viously been somewhat stormy. In 
some very important respects it was 
also a trying period in the history of 
the association. Calmly the routine of 
business for the remainder of the day 
was finished. There remained for him 
the duty of preparnig an address to 
the next annual meeting and of presid- 


ing at the principal session. The ad- 
dress was unique. It was a plea for 


mutual co-operation and harmony. I 
never listened to an address of a presi- 
dent of the association that was so uni- 
versally commended. Its spirit was 
taken to heart, apparently, by all mem- 
bers of the association that heard it. It 
marked the beginning of a period of 
progressive legislation along the line 
of official testing which finally led to 
our present widely extended prosperity. 
I am aware that this sketch is al- 
ready too long, yet I must be allowed 
to add a few words in reference to Mr. 
Burehard’s character as a husband, a 
father and a public citizen. He almost 
worshiped womankind. His wife hon- 
ored and loved him, and he worshiped 
her. He believed in broad education. 
Each of his four children, two sons and 
two daughters, were given full college 
courses. For years up to the day of his 
death he was a member of the Educa- 
tion Society of Colgate University. In 
all relations of life, public and private, 
he presented always the same unassum- 
ing, calm, self-poised character. It 
seems to me the memory of such a man 
should be a source of high inspiration 
to every one connected with our asso- 
ciation, whatever may be his position 
in life.

Whether Piet- 
ertje De Haan 2d’s Queen produced 
2.212.2 Ibs. of milk in 3 days or 30 
days, Mr. Rushton can’t buy her for 
$70 and sell her for $100. N. B.—Mr.

DAIRYING IN SOUTH CAN BE 
MADE FAR MORE PROFITABLE 
THAN IN THE NORTH. 

B. H. Rawl, expert on dairying, in 
charge of Southern Dairy Investiga- 
tion for the United States Department 
of Agriculture, says that the South, as 
a whole, offers a profiable field for the 
dairyman, owing to the large demand 

and high prices. He further says: 

‘With the highly improved Southern 
farms, the question of cheap feed is 
settled, for there is probably no sec- 
tion of America that can produce 
cheaper feed. Especially is-the great 
variety of legumes that thrive in the 
South worthy of notice, and these crops, 
with cottonseed meal, settle the ques- 
tien of protein. 

‘‘ While very little attention has been 
given to the development of the South- 
ern pastures, it is demonstrated on farms 
throughout the South that an unex- 
celled pasture can be maintained for at 
least eight months in the year. 

‘‘The old Southern plantation, with 
its haphazard system, is being gradually 
transformed into a well-organized and 
diversified farm, and in the transforma- 
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tion dairying promises to be one of the 
most potent factors. It will occupy a 
position of the cotton farms, and even 
if it is conducted in such a way that 
the dairy itself is not profitable it will 
make the farm fertile and therefore 
profitable in other lines. 

‘‘While the Southern dairyman, 
therefore, will have some difficulties 
that are not found in the Northern sec- 
tions of the country, he also has many 
advantages over the Northern dairy- 
man in the milder climate, cheaper cost 
of buildings, the greater variety of for- 
age crops and good markets. The South 
will always be a great cotton country, 
but it will some day be a great dairy 
country.’’—Richmond Times-Dispatch. 


ECUADOR: GUAYAQUIL — QUITO. 

Consul-General H. R. Dietrich, of 
Guayaquil, forwards the following in- 
formation concerning the water supply, 
popnulation, publie buildings, ete., of 
principal cities in Ecuador. 

Eeuador has at present an estimated 
population of 1,500,000, and an area of 
22,840 square leagues. A large portion 
of its territory is yet to be explored, 
particularly that lying on the trans- 
Andean side, which is reported to pos- 
sess good soil, rich forests, and in some 
districts valuable mineral deposits. The 
chief industry of Ecuador is agriculture. 
The principal products are cocoa, cof- 
fee, ivory nuts, cane sugar, rubber, rice 
and tobacco. Its principal port and 
most important commercial city is 
Guayaquil, which is situated on the 
Guayas river, 36 miles from the gulf, 
and has an estimated population of 
70,000. 

Quito, the capital of the republie, is 
situated in the interior, on the high 
table-lands in the central part of the 
provinee of Pichincha, at the foot of 
the eastern slope of the voleano of the 
same name, and on the northern bank 
of the Machangara river, a small tribu- 
tary of the Rio Guallabamba. The city 
of Quito proper is quadrangular, and 
lies about 9,500 feet above sea level, 
some fifteen miles south of the equator. 
The streets are straight, generally cross- 
ing at right angles, very uneven, on 
account of the difference in elevation 
in different parts of the city, and few 
of them are more than twenty feet 
wide. The streets are paved with cob- 
blestones, and the sidewalks, which are 
also narrow, are paved with small, 
rough flagstones from a quarry in the 
vicinity. 

The houses are usually two stories 
in height, built of adobe, with flat 
roofs of red tiles. There are few win- 
dows facing the streets, the rooms of 
the houses being lighted from an inner 
courtyard surrounded by balconies 
above. 





The entrance to the courtyard, 





which also leads to the main entrance 
of the building, is generally high 
enough to admit a mounted horseman. 
Heating is not provided for, though 
sometimes the temperature drops to the 
freezing point. The stores are small 
and usually without windows. 

The streets are lighted by electricity. 
Water, which is obtained from the ad- 
jacent mountain, is delivered to the. 
city through public fountains or brought 
in jars from the mountains. At pres- 
ent that served through the fountains 
is badly contaminated. Ice is brought 
from the mountain and is also manufac- 
tured. Drainage is facilitated by the 
inclination of the streets, the number 
of natural drains, and the heavy rain- 
fall. In the eity of Quito are five 
plazas, or squares, a botanical garden, 
a hippodrome and two public prom- 
enades, the larger being shaded with 
eucalyptus, oak and other trees. The 
eity also has five public libraries, two 
museums ot natural history, two chemi- 
eal laboratories, an arsenal, several hos- 
pitals, two banks and five hotels. There 
are within its limits 33 churches and 
six convents, occupying nearly one- 
fourth of its area. 

The Franciscan monastery, said to be 
the largest in the world, possesses ex- 
tensive farms in the vicinity, and its 
various buildings occupy an _ entire 
square. The most conspicuous build- 
ings are the government palace, presi- 
dent’s palace, archbishop’s palace, pal- 
ace of justice, municipal building, Sucre 
theater and the astronomical observa- 
tory. Education is provided for by a 
university, four colleges, a medical

Price of planation of the 
Farm Labor searcity and _ high 


prices of farm labor, and many reme- 
dies for this morbid state of affairs 
have been prescribed. While some of 
the theories doubtless have a bearing 
on the case, and some of the remedies 
proposed might bring a measure of re- 
lief, we are confident that the trouble 
has never been rightly diagnosed, and 
that no remedy suggested reaches the 
seat of the disease. 

We do not believe that this state of 
affairs is natural. We believe that it 
results from unnatural conditions, 
which may be likened to the produc- 
tion of corns by the wearing of tight 
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shoes. The prices of nearly all manu- 
factured goods in this country are ab- 
normally high, as the result of a high 
protective tariff. On account of these 
abnormal prices very great profits have 
resulted. ‘The laborers of the country 
employed in manufacturing have taken 
advantage of these large profits to force 
up the price of labor and cut down the 
hours of labor through the organized 
agency of trade unions. This country 
is a large exporter of raw material. 
The rarmers are engaged in the produe- 
tion of this raw material, and are, there- 
fore, little benefited by tariff measures, 
while their products are made the mark 
of foreign retaliatory tariffs. For this 
reason farm profits ‘have not kept pace 
with tke manufacturers’ profits, and 
the farmer has been unable to meet the 
abnormal high prices and short hours 
foreed upon the manufacturers by the 
trade unions. 

The present evil of high prices and 
shortage of farm labor will not be reme- 
died, but rather intensified, until such 
a time as there shall come a change in 
the policy of a high protective tariff 
for manufactured goods. Once the 
tariff is lowered, trade union prices 
must drop; and as the price of farm 
products will not be materially effected, 
on account of their demand for export, 
stimulated by the removal of foreign 
tariff barriers, the labor of the cities 
will tend to flow back into the country, 
and an equilibrium of prices and norma] 
conditions will be restored.

school, an institute of science, a school 
of arts and trades, an academy of fine 
arts, a theological school, three semi- 
naries and three schools for young la- 
dies. A telephone service is main- 
tained. Manufacturing interests are 
represented by twenty-two flour mills, 
a number of breweries and a sugar re- 
finery. There are also establishments 
engaged in the making of woolen 
blankets, ponchos, bayetas, common 
carpets, matting, shoes, Indian felt hats, 
furniture, pottery, saddles, carts, adobe, 
hard bricks, roofing tiles, chocolate, 
cheese and candles. 

Quito is noted for the large amount 
of religious paintings and sculpture 
done within its limits and exported to 
adjacent countries. Laces and embroid- 
eries are also.made. Other important 
industries are the carving and coloring 
of small figures from vegetable ivory, 
and the drying of bird skins, particu- 
larly the skins of humming birds 
brought from the Napo river by the 
Indians. The city has telegraphic con- 
nections. Severe earthquakes were ex- 
perienced in the years 1844, 1859 and 
1887. The population is estimated to 
be 80,000. The distance from Guaya- 
quil to Quito is 280 miles and can be 
covered in two days.

CONSCRIPT OF 1813. 


A Continued Story. 
Translated from the French by the ed- 
itor of the H.-F. World. 

lL have related up to this time the 
great events ot the war; battles glori- 
ous for France, in spite of faults and 
misfortunes. When one has tought 
ulone against ail the peoples of Europe 
—always two to one, sometimes three 
to one—and when one is finally con- 
quered, not because of the courage and 
genius of the others but because of su- 
perior numbers and treachery, it would 
be wrong to blush tor such a defeat, 
and the conqueror would be still far- 
ther in the wrong to boast of the vic- 
tory. It is not numbers that constitute 
the grandeur of a people, or of an army, 
but it is its virtue. I believe this in 
the sincerity of my soul, and I believe 
that the men of heart and the men of 
sense of all the ceuntries of the world 
think as I do. 

It is, however, necessary to recount 
the miseries of the retreat, and it is 
this that apepars to me to be most diffi- 
cult. 

It has been said that confidence gives 
force, and it is especially true for 





Frenchmen. So long as they march for- 
ward, so long as they expect victory, 
they are united like the digits of the 
hand, the will of the chief is the law 
of all; they feel that they can succeed 


only by discipline. But as soon as they 
are forced to retreat each has no longer 
confidence only in himself and no longer 
gives heed to the command. Then these 
men, so brave, these men who advance 
so gallantly to mee the enemy, go some 
to the right, some to the left, now alone, 
now in troupes. Those who trembled at 
their approach become emboldened; ad- 
vaneing at first with fear, seeing that 
nothing happens to them, presently they 
become insolent; they pounce upon the 
stragglers in small groups to finish 
them, precisely as one sees the ravens 
in winter fall upon a poor broken-down 
horse, when they would not dare to look 
at him at the distance of a half league 
when prancing for a charge. 

I have seen these things. . . . I 
have seen some miserable Cossacks, 
veritable beggars in tatters, an old 
worn leather cap tied under their ears, 
rascals with bushy beards full of ver- 
min, seated upon an old rackabones of 
a nag, without saddle, the feet in a 
cord in place of stirrups, an old rusty 
pistol for firearm and a spike driven in 
the end of a pole for a lance,—l have 
seen such specimens as these stop ten, 
fifteen, twenty soldiers and lead them 
away like so many sheep! 

And the peasants, these tall lanky 
fellows, who trembled like hares some 
months before when one chanced to 
look at them, I have seen 
them treat with arrogance old soldiers, 
cuirassers, cannoneers, Spanish dra- 
goons, people who could have knocked 
them down with a blow of the fist; I 
have heard them maintain that they 
had no bread, when one could smell the 
odor of the oven, and that they had no 
wine, or beer, nor anything, when one 
eould hear the clink of the glasses to 
the right and to the left like the bells 
of their village. And one dared not to 
give them a jar, or set them to rights, 
these people who laughed to see us beat 
a retreat, because we were no longer 
united, because each was for himself 
and recognized no chief and no disci- 
pline. 

Then the hunger, the misery, the 
fatigue, the sickness, all seek to over- 
whelm you at the same time; tue sky 
it was gray, the rain never ceased to

In short, since it is necessary to con 


tinue this sad history, the evening of 


the 19th we went to bivoune at Lutzen, 


where the regiment re-formed itself as 


best it could. The next morning, at an 


early hour, it was necessary to sharp- 
shoot against the Westphalians, who 


followed us even to the village of Eg- 
laystadt. The 22d we bivouacked upon 
the slopes of Erfurt, where they gave 
us some new shoes and other articles of 
clothing. Five or sixe disbanded com- 
panies joined our battalion; these were 
almost all econseripts, mere breathing 
skeletons. Our new clothes fitted 
badly, but this did not prevent us from 
feeling the warmth; our spirits revived.

Some hussars gave 
chase; they fled like wolves, and re- 
turned again immediately afterwards. 
Many of our comrades had the bad 
habit of marauding evenings when we 
were in bivouaec, though they often se- 
cured some booty, they failed not of 
being absent the next morning at call, 
and the sentinels were ordered to fire 
upon those who strayed from camp.
